Sofia. Bulgaria, Sept. 14.—The Al­ 
b anian and Turkish troops collected 
in the v ilayet of Adrlanopl* appear to 
he pursuing their usual tactics of 
b urning and plundering the v illages 
and killing the peasants instead of 
making an attem pt to b reak up the in­ 
surgent b ands. 
Very little news is 
filtering through from Monastir, b ut 
all reports agree that the position of 
the 
Christians 
is 
desperate. 
The 
Turks are making a clean sweep of 
the whole Bulgarian element. The Al­ 
b anian soldiers in the v ilayet of Adri- 
anople are stated to b e entirely b e­ 
yond control. 
At Koetursco the influ­ 
ential b eys complained to the officers 
of the excesses 
committed b y the 
troops. 
The officers resented the crit­ 
icism and told the soldiers that the 
b eys were friends of the rev ol ut ion ar­ 
les. whereupon the soldiers b urned the 
b eys’ farms. 
The Turks hav e b urned 
the v illages of Almagik and Oriktor, 
in the district of l/osengrad. 
They 
b eheaded 
twenty-two 
Bulgarians at 
Almagik in the presence of their fam­ 
ilies. 
Twelv e thousand troops are as­ 
semb led around Malkotonov o and are 
engaged in pillaging and b urning the 
v illage*. 
The population ev erywhere 
is fleeing to the forests and moun­ 
tains. 
All the Turkish population in 
the district of loosen*rad has receiv ed 
arms, ev en the b oys b eing armed with 
rev olv ers.

Another b ody of Alb anians 
going to Vasiliko on the Black sea 
was attacked b y a b and a n i Is report­ 
ed to hav e suffered a loss of a hundred 
men.

S ept 15.-—W arned 
b y prev ious disastrous experiences 
the rev olutionary leaders hav e decid­ 
ed to adopt only guerilla tactics in 
eastern Macedonia. 
The policy of oc­ 
cupying towns and v illages has prov ­ 
ed a mistake, as it has usually resulted 
in Turkey’s re-occuping the v illages, 
destroying ev erything and killing the 
inhab itants, the insurgents b eing ham 
pered in their operations b y the wo­ 
men and children. 
A guerilla warfare
